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ROMAN  REPUBLICAN  COINS  OF 
SYDENHAM’S  SERIES  34  AND  35.

While  studying  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Sydenham’s  book  The  Coinage  of  the  Roman 
Republic,  I  have  noticed  an  error  in  dating  which  involves  all  but  two  of  the  issues 
of  denarii  placed  by  him  in  his  Series  34  and  35,  which  were  dated  by  him  respec¬ 
tively  to  c.  82-80  B.c.  and  c.  82-79  B.c.  However,  before  I  begin  to  set  forth  the 
evidence  which  I  shall  use  to  demonstrate  that  Sydenham  has  misdated  most  of  the 
coins  of  his  Series  34  and  35,  I  shall  put  forward  evidence  that  they  may  be  con¬ 
sidered,  for  purposes  of  study,  to  be  one  group  of  coins.  Although  Series  35 
consists  entirely  of  serrati,  while  Series  34  includes  no  nicked  pieces  at  all,  an  indi¬ 
cation  that  they  are  closely  related  is  not  at  all  difficult  to  come  by,  as  a  link  between 
them  is  provided  by  the  pieces  numbered  736  and  736a  by  Sydenham.^  These 
two  coins  bear  the  names  of  all  three  members  (L.  Aiarcius  Censorinus,  P.  Crepusius* 
and  C.  Mamilius  Limetanus)  of  the  particular  board  of  moneyers  which  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  coinage  during  the  year  in  which  they  were  issued.  However,  each  of  these 
officials,  in  addition  to  placing  his  name  upon  pieces  736  and  736a,  also  struck 
denarii  bearing  his  name  alone.  Censorinus  and  Crepusius  issued  non-serrated 
coins  which  were  placed  by  Sydenham  in  his  Series  34,  while  Limetanus  struck  one 
of  the  nicked  issues  of  Series  35.  This  fortunate  occurrence  makes  it  evident  that 
there  is  a  close  connection  between  at  least  some  of  the  coinages  of  Series  34  and  35.

The  reason  for  this  link  can  be  revealed  if  we  scrutinize  the  names  of  three  of  the 
mint  officials  of  Series  34  and  35.  These  three  moneyers  are  C.  Marius  C.f.  Capito, 
Q.  Antonius  Balbus  (Series  35)  and  C.  Norbanus  (Series  34)  whose  names,  if  we 
except  the  Capito  added  to  that  of  Marius,  were  all  identical  with  those  of  men  who 
held  high  office  under  the  Democratic  regime  which  ruled  Rome  and  Italy  for  a 
period  of  five  years  after  a  coup  d’etat  in  87  b.c.  I'o  be  more  specific  about  the 
Democratic  office-holders,  a  C.  Norbanus  was  one  of  the  consuls  for  83  b.c.,  a 
C.  Marius  C.f.  held  the  same  post  in  82  b.c.  ;  and  a  Q.  Antonius  Balbus  was,  in  82  b.c.,' 
made  praetor  of  Sardinia.  Now  the  years  during  which  these  men  held  the  posts 
just  mentioned  are  very  close  indeed  to  the  dates  which  Sydenham,  using  the  evidence 
of  style  and  hoards,  concluded  to  be  those  most  likely  for  the  coins  of  their  name¬ 
sakes.^  Therefore,  one  should  certainly  search  for  positive  evidence  of  a  connection 
between  the  two  groups  of  men,  rather  than  dismiss  as  a  mere  coincidence  that  the 
name  of  these  persons  were  exactly  alike. 


Denarius  of  Q.  Antonius  Balbus  (Sydenham  742b) 
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Since  the  only  source  of  definite  information  about  the  moneyers  Balbus,  Marius 
and  Norbanus  is  their  coins,  it  is  here  that  we  must  turn  for  evidence  in  our  attempt 
to  establish  a  connection  between  these  men  and  their  political  namesakes.  The 
most  decisive  information  regarding  such  a  connection  is  yielded  by  the  serrati  of 
Balbus  which,  since  they  bear  the  letters  “  pr  ”  under  his  name,  prove  conclusively 
that  he  was  the  same  man  who  was  made  praetor  of  Sardinia  in  82  b.c.  However, 
the  evidence  found  upon  the  denarii  of  A4arius  is  hardly  less  conclusive.  This 
money er  advertises  himself  upon  his  coins  as  “  Caius  Marius,  son  of  Caius.”- 
Now'  the  Caius  Marius  wTo  was  consul  in  the  year  82  B.c.  was  the  son  of  the  Caius 
Marius  v/ho  defeated  the  Cimbri  and  the  Teutones,  and  therefore  fitted  this  descrip¬ 
tion  perfectly.  Therefore,  it  is  almost  certain  that  Marius  the  consul  and  Marius 
the  moneyer  were  one  and  the  same  person.'^  The  same  conclusion  can  be  reached 
about  the  mint  official  C.  Norbanus  and  the  C.  Norbanus  who  was  consul  in  83  b.c., 
even  though  the  legends  on  the  former’s  coins  are  not  helpful,  like  those  upon  the 
Ipieces  of  Balbus  and  Marius,  Since  the  denarii  of  Norbanus  include  among  the 
objects  depicted  upon  their  reverses  the  fasces,  w’hich  to  the  Romans  symbolized 
the  consular  imperium,  it  is  likely  that  he  w'as  alluding  on  his  coins  to  the  fact  that 
he  had  held,  or  was  holding,  the  consulship.^ 


Denarius  of  C.  Norbanus  (Sydenham  739) 

Now  that  it  has  been  established  that  the  moneyer  Balbus  was  definitely  an 
important  Democrat,  and  that  the  mint  officials  Marius  and  Norbanus  were  also 
probably  key  figures  in  the  Popular  Party,  it  is  natural  to  v/onder  if  the  connection 
between  the  issues  of  Series  34  and  35  is  that  at  least  some  of  them  were  struck  under 
the  ephemeral  regime  of  the  Populates.  This  conjecture  is  strongly  supported  by 
the  fact  that  L.  Marcius  Censorious,  whose  coins  have  been  placed  by  Sydenham 
in  his  Series  34,  was  undoubtedly  a  close  relative  of  C.  Marcius  Censorious,  a 
prominent  Marian  who  himself  struck  coins  around  86  b.c.^  Since  L.  Censorious 
w'as  definitely  the  colleague  of  all  of  the  moneyers  of  Series  34  besides  Norbanus,  and 
also  of  C.  Mamilius  Limetanus  of  Series  35,  we  now  have  evidence  that  all  of  the 
mint  officials  of  Series  34,  and  three  of  the  five  of  Series  35  were  connected,  however 
^indirectly,  with  influential  Democrats.  Moreover,  the  existence  of  a  hybrid 
denarius  combining  the  coin-types  of  Q.  Antonius  Balbus  and  L.  Volteius  L.f. 
Strabo  ties  another  issue  placed  by  Sydenham  in  his  Series  35  to  the  Democratic 
Party.*’  Thus,  it  seems  safe  to  assume  that  all  of  the  moneyers  of  Sydenham’s 
Series  34  and  35,  with  the  exception  of  A.  Postumius  A.f.S.n.  Albinus,  were  con¬ 
nected  with  the  five  year  rule  of  the  Populates.  As  regards  Albinus,  there  seems 
to  be  no  evidence  available  to  prove  that  he  was  associated  with  the  Democrats. 

Now'  that  I  have  shown  that  all  but  two  of  the  issues  of  Series  34  and  35  were 
struck  by  moneyers  wffio  were  connected  with  the  Popular  Party  I  shall  demonstrate 
that,  providing  we  ignore  the  coinages  of  Albinus,  Sydenham’s  dates  of  c.  82-80  b.c. 
and  c.  82-79  B.c.  for  Series  34  and  35  respectively  are  wrong  with  the  exception  of 
the  first  year  of  each.  Let  us  first  consider  the  issues  of  Series  34.  Sydenham 
attributed  these  pieces,  presumably  correctly,  to  Rome.'  Now  that  city  was  evacua¬ 
ted  by  the  Democrats  when  they  received  the  news  of  the  defeat  of  the  younger 
Marius  at  Sacriportus  (82  b.c.)  and  was  occupied  shortly  thereafter  by  a  force  under

Sulla.  Therefore,  none  of  the  coins  of  Series  34  could  have  been  minted  there  after 
82  B.C.,  as  any  Democratic  moneyers  working  in  Rome  who  had  not  fled  before 
Sulla’s  arrival  would  have  been  immediately  removed  from  office  by  their  angry® 
and  triumphant  enemies,  and  it  is  inconceivable  that  the  Sullans  would  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  strike  coins  from  dies  bearing  the  names  of  certain  of  their  political  foes 
after  they  had  captured  the  capital.  Consequently,  if  the  coins  of  Series  34  were 
struck  at  Rome  as  Sydenham  believed,  tlien  they  were  not  minted  later  than  the  year 
82  B.c.  Similarly,  if  his  attribution  of  the  coins  of  Series  35  to  a  mint  in  Italy  is 
correct,®  then  these  pieces  must  have  been  struck  before  the  end  of  the  year  82  B.c., 
as  by  that  time  conditions  in  the  peninsula  had  become  such  that  the  operation  of  a 
Democratic  mint  there  would  have  been  virtually  impossible.^®  It  thus  seems  very 
likely  that  all  of  the  coins  of  Series  34  and  35,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  Albinus, 
were  struck  before  the  end  of  the  year  82  B.c. 

The  conclusion  which  I  have  reached  about  the  dates  of  most  of  the  issues  of 
Series  34  and  35  is  supported  by  evidence  yielded  by  a  consideration  of  the  moneyers 
Balbus,  Marius  and  Norbanus.  Since  Balbus  was  definitely  the  same  person  as  the 
man  who  was  appointed  praetor  of  Sardinia  in  82  B.c.,  we  know  that  he  was  driven 
from  his  province  and  slain  in  the  same  year.^^  Therefore,  his  coins  could  not  have 
been  struck  after  82  b.c.,  if  they  were  minted  under  his  personal  supervision.  We 
may  draw  the  same  conclusion,  although  with  less  certainty  than  in  the  case  of  the 
serrati  of  Balbus,  about  the  denarii  of  the  moneyers  Norbanus  and  Marius.  If  these 
two  men  really  were  the  consuls  for  83  B.c.  and  82  b.c.  respectively,  then  the  former 
had  fled  from  Italy  and  the  latter  had  committed  suicide  before  the  end  of  the  year 
82  B.c.  If  such  was  the  case,  then  the  coins  of  Marius  and  Norbanus,  like  those  of 
Balbus,  could  not  have  been  struck  after  82  b.c.,  unless  they  were  minted  after  the 
removal  from  the  political  scene  of  the  men  whose  names  appear  upon  them. 
However,  this  possibility  is  removed  by  my  previous  conclusion  that  no  Democratic 
mint  could  have  operated  at  Rome  or  elsewhere  in  Italy  after  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  82  b.c. 

Since  I  have  now  shown  with  reasonable  certainty  that  Sydenham’s  dates  for 
most  of  the  issues  of  his  Series  34  and  35  are,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  first 
year  of  each,  incorrect;  it  only  remains  to  determine  as  accurately  as  possible  just 
when  these  pieces  really  were  minted  to  complete  a  redating  of  them.  In  this  task, 
the  pieces  of  Balbus,  Marius  and  Norbanus  are  once  again  extremely  helpful.  Not 
only  is  it  possible  to  date  these  three  issues  themselves  within  narrow  limits  with  a 
fair  degree  of  certainty,  but  also  to  extract  from  their  dates  and  from  certain  other 
facts  about  them  dates  for  certain  other  issues  of  Series  34  and  35.  Let  us  first 
attempt  to  ascertain  when  the  coins  of  Norbanus  were  issued.  This  task  is  relatively 
straightforward  if  Norbanus  was  really  alluding  on  his  coins  to  the  fact  that  he  had 
held,  or  was  holding,  the  consulship.  If  such  was  the  case,  then  they  must  have  been 
struck  after  his  election  to  that  office  in  84  b.c.,  and  before  the  occupation  of  Rome 
by  the  Sullans  in  82  b.c.  It  is  also  possible  to  determine  dates  which  are  very 
probably  accurate  for  the  coins  of  Balbus  and  Marius.  Since  the  serrati  of  Balbus 
bear  the  letters  “  pr,”  we  may  be  quite  sure  that  they  were  struck  in  82  b.c.,  when  he 
was  praetor  of  Sardinia.  This  conclusion  is  supported  by  the  fact  that  his  coins 
bear  the  letters  “sc,”  which  may  very  well  allude  to  the  decree  extorted  from  the  Senate 
in  82  B.C.,  which  authorized  the  Democratic  government  to  melt  down,  presumably 
partly  for  purposes  of  coinage,  the  gold  and  silver  vessels  in  the  temples  in  Rome.^^ 
Since  the  coins  of  Marius  struck  from  the  dies  numbered  from  twenty-five  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty-two  also  include  the  letters  “  sc  ”  in  their  designs,  it  is  probable 
that  these  pieces  and  those  of  Balbus  were  struck  under  considerable  pressure 
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between  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  Senate’s  decree  and  the  closing  of  the  Italian 
mint  at  which  the  serrati  of  Series  35,  with  the  possible  exception  of  those  of  Albinus, 
were  struck. 

Employing  the  facts  which  I  have  ascertained  about  the  denarii  of  Balbus,  Marius 
and  Norbanus,  I  shall  now  try  to  determine  dates  for  the  rest  of  the  coins  of  Series  34 
and  35  except  the  serrati  of  Albinus.  Since  there  is  evidence  that  the  coins  of 
Marius  bearing  the  letters  “  sc  ”  and  all  those  of  Balbus  and  Norbanus  were  issued 
while  the  civil  war  between  the  Sullans  and  the  Democrats  was  in  progress;  and 
since  it  is  certain  that  the  moneyei  Balbus  and  probable  that  the  mint  officials  Marius 
and  Norbanus  were  identical  with  men  who  took  a  prominent  part  in  this  conflict, 
it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  their  coinages  were  issued  to  pay  the  troops  who  were 
fighting  for  the  Democratic  cause.  This  theory  is  supported  by  the  fact  that,  in  the 
coinage  of  Balbus  and  the  serrati  of  Marius  which  bear  the  letters  “  sc,”  we  have 
two  very  large  issues  of  coins’^  which  seem  to  have  been  minted  over  a  relatively 
short  period  of  time.  This  circumstance  is  best  explained  by  assuming  that  the  two 
'issues  in  question  were  struck  when  either  preparations  for  a  war  or  actual  fighting 
lead  to  an  extraordinary  demand  for  money.  If  the  three  coinages  of  Balbus,  Marius 
and  Norbanus  really  were  military  issues,  then  the  same  is  probably  true  of  the  rest 
of  the  coinages  of  Series  34  and  35,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  serrati  of 
Albinus.  If  such  was  the  case,  then  the  earliest  likely  date  for  these  pieces  is  84  B.C., 
when  the  consuls  Cinna  and  Garbo  began  to  levy  troops  in  anticipation  of  Sulla’s 
return  from  the  East.  After  84  B.C.,  the  need  for  coined  money  to  pay  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  armies  must  have  continued  until  the  time  during  the  year  82  b.c.  when  the 
Populares  were  forced  to  cease  striking  coins  at  the  two  mints  from  which  the  pieces 
of  Series  34  and  35  were  issued.  Therefore,  it  seems  probable  that  the  issues  of  all 
of  the  moneyers  of  Series  34  and  35,  with  the  possible  exception  of  those  of  Albinus, 
fall  within  the  period  84-82  B.c. 

Before  I  terminate  this  paper,  I  would  like  to  discuss  one  more  point  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  coins  of  Series  34  and  35.  As  I  have  shown,  it  is  certain  that  the 
denarii  of  Balbus  weie  signed  by  an  important  official  in  the  Democratic  government, 
and  there  is  also  evidence  to  indicate  that  the  same  is  true  of  the  issues  of  Marius 
and  Norbanus.  Now  normally  during  the  first  century  B.c.,  it  is  the  names  of  the 
relatively  unimportant  triumviri  monetales  which  appear  on  the  coinage.  Why  then, 
of  the  issues  of  Series  34  and  35,  does  one  definitely  bear  the  name  of  a  praetor,  while 
another  two  are  probably  signed  by  consuls  ? 

The  answer  to  this  question  is,  I  believe,  to  be  found  by  considering  the  historical 
situation  in  which  the  pieces  of  Marius,  Balbus  and  Norbanus  were  issued.  As  has 
Ibeen  demonstrated,  the  coins  of  Balbus  were  minted  in  82  B.c.,  those  of  Marius 
were  probably  struck  during  the  same  year,  and  the  denarii  of  Norbanus  were 
likely  coined  in  the  period  83-82  B.c.  During  these  years,  v/hen  the  hostile  armies 
of  Sulla  and  Pompey  were  operating  in  Italy,  the  Democratic  leaders  were  utterly 
dependent  on  their  own  forces  for  the  maintenance  of  their  regime.  Unfortunately 
for  them,  events  showed  again  and  again  that  their  troops  were  far  from  reliable. 
The  legions  of  Flaccus  had  almost  deserted  to  Sulla  in  Greece  in  86  b.c.  When 
they  were  faced  by  him  again  in  Asia  two  years  later,  some  of  the  soldiers  deserted 
and  the  rest,  after  causing  their  leader  Fimbria  to  commit  suicide  by  their  refusal  to 
take  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  him,  also  went  over  to  Sulla.  In  Italy,  the  situation  was 
little  better.  In  84  B.c.  Cinna,  the  leading  Democratic  partisan,  collected  an  army 
which  he  intended  to  lead  to  Greece  to  attack  Sulla.  However,  “  when  his  troops 
learned  that  they  were  being  sent  across  the  Adriatic,  they  declared  that  they  would 
not  fight  against  fellow-citizens,  and  stoned  their  general  to  death.” In  83  B.C. 
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the  entire  army  of  Scipio  deserted  to  Sulla;  and,  during  the  next  year,  desertions 
began  the  defeat  of  Marius  at  Sacriportus,  the  army  of  Marcius  mutinied,  Carbo 
lost  a  good  part  of  the  army  at  Ariminium  through  desertion,  and  the  survivors  of 
the  battle  of  Faventia  went  over  to  the  Sullans.  Thus,  throughout  the  civil  war 
with  Sulla,  the  Democratic  leaders  must  have  known  that  their  soldiers  were 
unreliable.

Faced  with  such  a  perilous  situation,  the  Democratic  leaders  must  have  con¬ 
sidered  it  absolutely  essential  that  the  coins  which  were  struck  to  pay  their  armies 
should  not  only  command  complete  confidence  in  the  quality  of  their  metal,  but 
should  also  disseminate  by  means  of  their  types  the  greatest  possible  amount  of 
propaganda.  Now  both  of  these  ends  could  have  been  furthered  by  placing  tire 
names  of  Democrats  holding  the  highest  offices  of  state  upon  the  coinage.  Not 
only  would  the  signature  of  a  consul  or  of  a  praetor  on  a  denarius  have  amounted  to 
a  state  guarantee  that  it  was  neither  plated  nor  debased,  but  it  would  also  have  been 
regarded  as  a  kind  of  official  endorsement  of  the  propaganda  which  its  types  con¬ 
veyed.  For  instance,  if  the  consul  Marius  really  did  sign  the  issues  of  serrati  which 
bear  a  head  of  Ceres  and  a  man  ploughing  with  a  team  of  oxen  (types  which  obviously 
refer  to  the  Democratic  policy  of  founding  colonies)  this  gesture  must  have  been 
understood  as  a  promise  on  his  part  to  implement  a  programme  of  colonization  if 
the  war  with  Sulla  were  terminated  successfully.  Thus,  it  should  come  as  no 
surprise  to  us  that  one  of  the  issues  of  denarii  struck  by  the  Populates  during  the 
period  84-82  b.c.  actually  does  bear  the  name  of  a  praetor,  and  that  two  more  were 
probably  signed  by  consuls.

After  the  battle  of  the  Colline  Gate,  which  took  place  in  82  b.c.,  only  Samnium  and  a  few 
scattered  towns  in  Italy  offered  resistance  to  the  forces  of  the  Sullans.  It  does  not  seem 
likely  that  coins  of  such  a  distinctly  Roman  character  could  have  been  struck  at  a  mint  in 
Samnium  after  the  battle  of  the  Colline  Gate,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  a  town  in  a  state  of 
siege  could  have  supplied  enough  metal  to  mint  such  large  issues  of  coins  as  those  of 
Limetanus,  Balbus  and  Alarius  must  have  been.

Balbus  occupied  Sardinia  and  held  it  for  the  Marians  for  a  short  time  during  the  year  82  B.c. 
If  the  moneyer  Marius  was  the  consul  of  82  b.c.,  then  he  raised  large  levies  in  the  north  of 
Italy  but  was  defeated  at  Sacriportus  by  Sulla.  He  held  out  in  Praeneste  until  it  surren¬ 
dered  (82  B.c.)  shortly  after  which  he  committed  suicide.  The  consul  Norbanus  also 
played  an  active  part  in  the  campaigning  in  Italy  until  he  was  defeated  at  Faventia  in  82  b.c. 

The  coins  of  Balbus  employ  three  different 
systems  of  issue  marks,  and  all  three  varieties  were  judged  by  Sydenham  to  be  extremely 
common.  The  die  numbers  on  the  serrati  of  Marius  which  bear  the  letters  “  sc  ”  run  from 
XXV  to  cm,  and  one  of  the  varieties  was  judged  by  Sydenham  to  be  very  common.

COINS  AND  COLCHESTER.

The  car  passed  Colchester  station  and  started  up  North  Hill. 

“  This,”  said  my  friend,  “  is  the  route  the  Romans  followed  when  they  set  out  to  found  the 
new  Camulodunum.  Somewhere  behind  us  now  is  the  site  of  the  original  British  settlement 
where  Cunobelinu^ 'issued  his  coins.” 

“  The  ones  with  the  famous  ear  of  wheat  design  ?”  I  queried. 

“  Yes.  You’ll  be  seeing  some  of  those  in  my  collection.  Ahead  of  us  now  at  the  top  of 
North  Hill  is  the  centre  of  modern  Colchester,  packed  with  visible  history.  Most  of  its 
ancient  walls  are  still  in  being.” 

The  road  went  up  between  a  pleasant  assortment  of  shops  and  houses.  One  thought  of 
the  trams  that  used  to  ascend  it,  forgotten  now  as  are  the  days  of  the  chariots.  At  the  crest 
we  turned  left  into  the  High  Street,  clean  and  pleasant  under  the  blue  Essex  sky,  fresh  with  air 
from  the  sea  round  Mersea,  some  nine  miles  away.  Soon  we  could  se  St.  Helena  in  bronze 
on  the  Towm  Hall  spire,  standing,  as  they  say,  with  her  face  to  Jerusalem. 

“  Once,”  said  my  friend,  a  little  retired  man  w'hose  hobby  was  archaeology,  “  there  was 
an  oyster  bar  at  the  head  of  this  street.  As  you  may  know,  Colchester  oysters  have  been 
appreciated  since  the  days  of  Claudius  and  beyond.  The  annual  Oyster  Feast  is  traditional.” 

The  sun  was  out,  and  the  spirit  of  the  past  came  to  us  from  the  glimpses  we  had  of  abbey 
walls,  old  gateways,  and  churches  of  which  the  town  once  boasted  more  than  ninety. 

The  sounds  of  our  mechanical  world  pervaded  the  streets  which  had  for  centuries  echoed 
to  the  noise  of  hooves  and  armour.  Looking  around  us,  one  wondered  in  which  of  those 
interesting  streets  was  discovered  the  Colchester  Hoard  of  hammered  silver. 

We  came  to  the  Memorial  near  the  end  of  Queen  Street,  and  sav/  the  front  of  the  castle 
looking  much  as  it  does  on  the  eighteenth  century  tokens.  “  There,”  said  my  friend,  “  there 
stood  the  Temple  of  Claudius  when  the  town  was  a  settlement  for  veterans  of  the  Roman 
Army.  The  original  vaults  remain,  and  it  is  a  testimony  to  the  strength  of  Roman  masonry 
that  above  the  vaults  a  flooring  two  feet  thick  supports  eight  hundred  tons  of  Norman  building. 
It  may  have  been  the  home  of  the  mint  of  those  days,  as  was  the  Tower  of  London.  Anyway, 
a  gold  ten-shilling  piece  was  struck  there  during  its  Civil  War  siege.” 

“  The  leaders  of  its  defence  were  executed  after  the  surrender.” 

“  Yes.  An  obelisk  behind  the  castle  marks  the  spot.  One  can  see  their  tombs  in  a  church 
not  far  away.”* 

We  drove  on  down  Queen  Street  till  the  road  rose  again  with  a  massive  portion  of  wall 
on  our  right  and  we  were  on  the  way  to  Mersea. 

After  tea  my  friend  produced  a  tray  of  coins  from  a  fine  mahogany  cabinet.  They  were  a 
selection  of  primitive-looking  pieces  struck  in  silver  and  copper,  and  showing  many  signs  of 
wear.  They  had  curious  designs  of  what  appeared  to  be  lines  and  pellets,  crude  heads, 
horses,  and  some  lettering.  One  had  the  letters  camu  divided  by  an  ear  of  corn.  I  handled 
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one  which  seemed  to  be  gold.  It  was  inscribed  camul  in  the  centre  of  a  wreath.  The  reverse 
read  cunobelin  below  two  horses.  “  Aha,”  said  I,  “  Camulodunum  beyond  doubt.  And 
Cunobelinus  too,  on  the  same  coin.  This  must  be  a  treasure!” 

“  Actually,”  said  he,  “  that  is  an  electrotype,  a  copy  of  what  is  indeed  a  rare  coin.  And 
now  to  Roman  issues.  Here  are  several  of  Carausius  and  Allectus,  the  only  emperors  to  strike 
coins  in  Colchester.  Notice  the  c  in  the  exergue.  Some  still  argue  that  this  stands  for 
Clausentum,  perhaps  because  some  have  cl  but  I  am  not  convinced.”  He  then  produced  a 
tray  of  silver  pennies. 

“  Here  we  have  the  work  of  the  Saxons  and  Normans,  who  named  the  mint  and  its  master 
on  their  coins  throughout  a  number  of  reigns.  Notice  their  spelling,  coleac  and  coleces, 
the  latter  coming  near  to  the  modern  spelling.  Among  the  kings  who  minted  here  were 
Aethelred  II,  Edward  the  Confessor  and  Henry  I.” 

Another  tray  appeared.  “  Now  for  the  seventeenth  century  tokens.  Colchester  issued 
seventy-nine  varieties  of  these,  and  their  study  makes  possible  a  comparison  of  the  old  town 
with  the  one  we  know  to-day.  For  instance,  this  one  came  from  Wyre  Street;  now  we  have 
Long  Wyre  Street  and  Short  Wyre  Street.  This  one  mentions  Butts  Gate,  which  no  longer 
exists.  And  as  for  people  who  were  bay  makers,  five  are  so  described  on  their  tokens,  yet 
none  has  the  name  of  Heath,  which  occurs  on  the  edge  of  the  18th  century  token.” 

He  held  up  one  of  these,  and  there  was  the  familiar  view  of  the  castle.  But  driving  home 
in  the  summer  evening  I  looked  across  acres  of  Essex  corn,  and  it  was  of  those  large  ears, 
immortalised  by  the  engravers  of  pre-Roman  Camulodunum  that  I  was  thinking,  as  much  as 
of  the  men  who  tried  to  hold  Colchester  for  the  King. 


WHY  I  COLLECT  MEDALS.

I  never  knew  Pte.  McMinemy  of  the  72nd  Highlanders;  or  L/Cpl.  Taylor  of  the  Royal 
Fusihers;  or  Pte.  Cannard  of  the  Royal  Marines.  Doubtless,  like  Sir  F.  H.  Doyle’s  Private 
of  the  Buffs,  they  “  jested,  quaffed,  and  swore,”  but  I  can  only  imagine  them  as  individuals. 
I  do  know  that  McMinemy  marched  under  Lord  Roberts  from  Kabul  to  Kandahar;  that 
Taylor  served  in  Tirah  and  the  Punjab  in  1897-98;  and  that  Cannard  was  aboard  H.M.S. 
Wallaroo  during  the  Boxer  Rebellion.  I  have  their  medals. 

Probably  this  sense  of  possessing  a  link  with  the  past  is  essential  to  the  medal  collector. 
I  have  always  been  interested  in  military  history,  and  the  realisation  that  in  the  Kabul  to 
Kandahar  Star  I  have  a  piece  of  Afghan  gun-metal  never  fails  to  give  me  a  tremor  of  excitement. 
When  I  hear  someone  reciting  “  The  Charge  of  the  Light  Brigade,”  or  read  “  The  Four 
Feathers,”  or  see  the  film  “  Gunga  Din,”  my  thoughts  instinctively  go  to  the  appropriate 
medal. 

Aesthetics  is  important.  To  my  mind,  British  campaign  medals  are  the  poorer  in  design 
on  two  accounts:  Britannia  and  the  symbolic  lion.  It  is  refreshing  to  come  upon  a  realistic 
reverse:  the  Sikhs  laying  down  their  arms  (Pimjab,  1848-49);  the  marching  column 
(Afghanistan,  1878-80);  the  bush  fight  (Ashantee,  1873-74).  The  Republic  is  the  impediment 
of  French  medal  design;  the  eagle — which  perches  on  anchors,  swords,  Bibles  and  sheet¬ 
lightning  with  equanimity — that  of  the  U.S.A.  I  must  confess  that  I  sometimes  buy  medals 
solely  because  of  the  design:  I  chose  the  Marine  Corps  Expeditionary  out  of  a  selection  of 
U.S.  medals  because  I  liked  the  advancing  marine  on  it;  and  I  know  I  shall  not  rest  till  I  have 
a  Civil  War  Navy  Medal,  depicting  the  battle  of  Hampton  Roads. 

Another  quality  is  permanence.  Over  the  years  I  have  gathered  a  proud  collection  of 
little  china  ornaments,  embellished  with  coats-of-arms,  which  were  in  vogue  during  the  First 
World  War:  hand-grenades  from  Felixstowe  and  Bexhill-on-Sea,  tanks  from  Morecambe  and 
Colwyn  Bay,  a  zeppelin  from  Barnsley  and  an  incendiary  bomb  from  Ilkley,  a  “  pickelhaube  ” 
from  Shoeburyness  and  a  tent  from  Gillingham.  They  make  a  brave  show  atop  my  chest  of 
drawers,  but  I  can’t  forget  that  one  unhappy  moment,  one  careless  gesture,  could  smash  the 
whole  collection.  I  have  a  few  fairly  rare  books,  but  the  temperature  was  not  right,  so  they 
caught  the  mildew.  The  moths  got  into  my  prized  Regency  waistcoat.  But  I  know  that  my 
medals — so  long  as  I  don’t  wantonly  mistreat  them — are  absolutely  permanent,  and,  in  this 
shifting  world,  that’s  a  comfort. 

Again,  each  medal  is  distinct.  I  have  a  cannonball  which  was  used  by  Cromwell’s  men, 
but  I  wish  it  didn’t  look  quite  so  like  a  bowl.  People  remain  unimpressed  unless  I’m  at  hand 
to  relate  how  it  was  dug  up  in  a  lane  in  a  locality  of  known  Civil  War  activity.  With  medals, 
no  explanation  is  necessary ;  they  bear  their  dates  (the  most  uninterested  visitors  are  awed  by 
dates),  names,  campaigns,  all  the  circumstances  of  their  creation. 
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Finally,  one  certain  attribute  of  medals  in  general— excepting  the  First  World  War  Service 
and  Victory  ones  is  their  rarity.  Were  it  not  for  the  monthly  Bulletin,  my  collecting  would 
remain  at  a  standstill  for  long  periods.  I  travel  with  one  eye  open  for  antique  shops,  junk 
shops,  rummage  sales.  The  harder  the  hunt,  the  fiercer  the  chase!  I  have  found  antique 
shop  proprietors  who  did  not  even  know  w’hat  a  medal  was,  and  I  have  tried  to  explain,  with 
suitable  gesticulations  a  circle  in  the  air,  then  a  finger  across  the  chest.  One  vague  old 
lady  sold  me  some  beautiful  George  III  and  George  IV  commemorative  medals  for  5/—  under 
1  ^  ^  were  “  some  sort  of  token,  or  something.”  I  once  won  the  Italian 

1915-1918  War  Medal  playing  hoopla  at  a  Chapel  “  At-Home  ”!  And  though  I  returned 
from  one  medal  hunt  with  a  four-foot  coach  horn  instead,  I  was  not  dismayed  I 

DOLLARS  AND  DOLOURS.

When  Charles  I  in  1633  proposed  to  visit  Scodand  for  his  Scottish  coronadon 
the  celebrated  traveller  and  writer  William  Lithgow  (1582-1650)  wrote  a  lengthy 
poem  “  Scotland’s  Welcome  to  her  Native  Sonne  and  Soveraigne  Lord,  King 
Charles.”  It  is  difficult  to  imagine  any  poem  less  welcoming  in  character  for  it 
contains  a  long  list  of  grievances,  real  and  imaginary.  One  section  deals  with  the 
shortage  of  small  change. 

So  now  my  Coyning-house  doth  idle  stand. 

And  there  no  Pictures,  stampd  with  Irne  nor  hand : 

There  are  no  moneyes  going,  nor  golden  Collours, 

Save  Dutch  and  Holland,  Saxone,  Austrian  dollors : 

Now'  all  are  Dollors;  Dollors  ought  can  doe; 

And  when  they  want  them,  they  have  Dollours  too : 

But  worst,  ther’s  no  small  money  can  bee  had. 

Nor  change  for  gold  or  silver;  Men  are  made 
Often  for  lack  of  change,  to  leave,  or  losse 
Whole,  half,  or  part,  of  their  twyse  Dollourd  drosse : 

Men  can  not  buy  nor  sell;  Men  can  not  barter; 

And  Hostlaries  smart  too  in  ev’ry  quarter. 

Then  (Sir)  cause  coyne.  Flaks,  Achesons,  and  Turners; 

Ought  will  suffice  to  stop  the  mouths  of  Mourners. 

(Thomas  Achesoun  was  master  of  the  mint  from  1581-1611) 

It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  understand  this  plaint  for  there  had  been  an  issue  of 
twopences  and  pennies  in  1614  and  another  in  1623.  James  VI  had  virtuously 
maintained  that  these  copper  coinages  had  been  made  without  profit  to  himself. 
In  1629  Charles  I  had  made  a  further  issue  of  turners  (  twopences)  and  pennies  and 
again  in  1632.  Indeed,  1.  H.  Stewart  in  The  Scottish  Coinage  (Spink  1955)  goes  so 
far  as  to  say  “  The  large  quantity  of  copper  money  coined  in  Scotland  during  the 
first  half  of  the  seventeenth  century  was  itself  an  evil.” 

The  multiplicity  of  pieces  in  circulation  in  Scotland  was  a  source  of  some 
confusion  to  the  English  traveller.  The  celebrated  botanist  Ray  (1627-1705) 
writing  in  1662  says  “  Their  money  they  reckon  after  the  French  manner.  A  bodel 
(which  is  the  sixth  part  of  our  penny)  they  call  tway-pennies ;  so  that,  upon  this 
ground,  12  pennies,  or  a  shilling  Scotch  (this  is,  six  bodels),  is  a  penny  sterling. 
The  Scotch  piece  marked  with  xx,  which  w^e  are  w^ont  to  call  a  Scotch  twopence,  is 
twenty-pence  Scotch,  that  is,  two-pence  sterling,  wanting  two  bodels,  or  four 
pennies  Scotch;  the  piece  wuth  XL  is  four-pence  sterling  less  4  bodels;  and  so  one 
shilling  sterling  is  twelve  shillings  Scotch.  Thirteen  pence  half-penny  English,  a 
mark  Scotch.  One  pound  Scotch,  20d  sterling.  One  bodel  they  call  tway-pennies 
(as  above),  2  bodels  a  plack,  3  bodels  a  baubee,  4  bodels  8  pennies,  6  bodels  1  shilling 
.Scotch.” 
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This  relationship  between  the  two  coinages  persisted  until  the  Union  of  1707 
so  that  when  Charles  II  issued  a  4  merk  piece  (nominally  fifty- three  and  one  third 
shillings  or  four  shillings  and  sixpence  English)  he  had  produced  a  coin  corresponding 
closely  to  the  continental  dollar  and  it  subsequently  acquired  this  name.  In  addition 
there  were  issued  half-dollars,  quarter-dollars,  eighth-dollars,  and  sixteenth-dollars. 

THE  WANDERER’S  RETURN. 

A  True  Story.

Some  years  ago,  a  friend  and  fellow  member  of  our  local  numismatic  society  (who,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  story,  I  will  call  Marcus)  had,  with  me,  a  common  interest  in  some  coins 
which,  shall  we  say  (again,  for  the  purposes  of  the  story)  were  the  issues  of  the  Roman  emperor 
Nero. 

More  than  once  Marcus  and  I  had  discussed  problems  connected  with  this  series  of  coins 
of  which  we  both  had  small  collections,  and  then  one  day  a  telephone  call  came  from  Marcus 
who  said,  “  Julius,  I’ve  just  bought  a  batch  of  unsorted  Roman  coins — when  can  we  meet?” 

The  pleasant  evening  we  spent  together  looking  over  his  new  treasures  and  the  making  of 
comparisons  with  some  of  my  pieces,  was  the  first  of  quite  a  number  we  had  over  the  next 
few  weeks  at  his  house  or  mine,  and  I  think  we  both  increased  our  knowledge  of  the  coins 
struck  by  Nero  and  profited  by  our  discussions  on  points  of  uncertainty — at  any  rate,  I  know 
I  did. 

However,  the  sorting  of  Marcus’s  new  coins  drew  to  an  end,  and  some  days  after  one  of 
our  meetings  at  my  house,  I  had  reason  to  look  over  my  tray  of  Nero’s  coins,  and,  to  my  dismay, 
found  a  sestertius  to  be  missing.  There  was  the  ticket  in  its  correct  position  on  the  tray  but 
no  coin  resting  upon  it  and  I  could  think  of  no  solution  to  what  was  to  me  a  mystery.  In  case 
I  had  put  the  coin  in  error  on  another  tray  or  in  a  box  with  some  unsorted  pieces  I  made  a 
thorough  search  but  with  negative  result.  I  could  not  trace  the  coin  anywhere  and  there  the 
matter  stood  for  some  weeks. 

At  last  an  answer  to  the  problem  was  found  on  my  next  visit  to  Marcus’s  house  when, 
after  the  inevitable  coin  trays  were  produced,  there,  amongst  liis  Nero’s  (which  he  had  now 
sorted  and  arranged  on  his  trays),  was  my  missing  sestertius.  It  was  not  a  coin  of  great  value 
or  interest,  but  I  recognised  it  at  once  on  account  of  a  small  weakness  in  striking  at  one  part 
if  for  no  other  reason.  Yes,  there  it  was  without  any  doubt — my  missing  Nero.  I  would 
hasten  to  add  that  theft  of  the  coin  by  Marcus  was  entirely  out  of  the  question.  Knowing 
him  so  well,  I  am  certain  he  would  have  given  me  his  whole  collection  rather  than  take  one  of 
my  coins.  No,  one  of  us — I  don’t  know  which — must  have  put  my  Nero  in  with  his  coins 
after  comparison  and  examination  with  others  of  mine  instead  of  replacing  it  on  my  tray. 
Marcus  had  every  reason  for  his  obvious  failure  to  recognise  the  fact  that  tliis  coin  was  not  one 
of  the  batch  new  to  him,  and  knowing  how  terribly  upset  he  would  have  been  had  I  told  him 
that  it  was  one  of  mine,  I  said  nothing.  It  was  no  great  loss  to  me,  but,  for  some  reason  unknown 
to  me,  I  kept  the  ticket  in  its  place  on  my  tray  although  it  was  without  its  companion  coin. 

About  a  year  or  so  afterwards  the  next  event  in  this  story  took  place.  Marcus  told  me  he 
was  going  to  branch  out  on  a  fresh  study,  and  in  order  to  make  some  necessary  purchases, 
he  proposed  to  sell  some  of  his  Roman  coins.  He  said,  also,  that  he  would  be  putting  some  of 
these  coins  for  sale  in  the  next  auction  to  be  held  at  our  local  society.  Judge  my  surprise — 
and  delight — when,  at  the  sale,  in  a  lot  of  six  coins,  I  spotted  my  missing  Nero.  I  recognised 
my  old  friend  at  once  and  without  the  slightest  doubt,  and  my  mind  was  made  up  that  I  would 
buy  the  lot  at  almost  any  price ;  but,  the  suspense,  waiting  for  the  lot  to  be  reached  as  it  was 
well  down  the  list!  At  last,  the  lot  number  was  called,  and  after  some  competition  and  what 
seemed  to  be  almost  an  eternity,  the  auctioneer’s  hammer  fell  and  the  lot  was  mine.  My  Nero 
was  coming  back  home  again. 

In  actual  fact,  the  price  I  paid  for  the  lot  was  entirely  satisfactory  to  me  as  the  other  five 
coins  were  also  of  interest  and  I  was  delighted  to  have  them  as  well  as  getting  back  my  Nero. 
Marcus  was  also  satisfied,  I  know,  as  the  price  I  paid  was  comfortably  above  that  at  which  he 
was  prepared  to  sell  the  lot. 

A  change  of  occupation  shortly  took  Marcus  away  from  the  place  in  which  we  both  lived, 
and  for  the  time  being,  our  ways  have  parted.  I  never  told  him  about  the  Nero.  And  so  the 
matter  has  ended,  but,  as  I  write,  a  tray  of  coins  is  beside  me  on  the  table,  and  there,  in  the 
top  right  corner,  is  my  Nero  again  reunited  with  its  ticket,  none  the  worse  for  its  adventure 
and  stay  away  in  another  cabinet,  and  with  yet  another  story  it  might  tell — if  it  could  talk — 
about  events  which  may  well  have  happened  to  it  since  it  was  struck  a  good  many  years  ago. 
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Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  ordinary  meeting  held 
on  20th  March,  Mr.  G.  K.  Jenkins  read  a  paper  entitled 
“  The  Electrum  Coinage  of  Syracuse.”  The  series  of 
Syracusan  electrum  coins  is  to  be  divided  into  two  main 
g:roups,  one  containing  about  55%  gold,  the  other  only 
about  30%  gold.  The  series  has  usually  been  ascribed  to 
the  time  of  either  Timoleon,  or  that  of  Dion,  or  Dionysios 
I  or  II.  Study  of  the  hoard  evidence  now  available 
suggests  that  the  series  belongs  rather  to  the  time  of 
Agathokles:  this  can  be  supported  to  some  extent  by 
relating  the  symbols  which  occur  on  the  electrum  to 
those  which  occur  on  bronze  issues  belonging  to  the 
first  half  of  Agathokles’  reign  (viz.  317-306  b.c.). 

Coventry  and  District  Num,  Soc.  Report  of  the 
meeting  held  on  April  5th. 

No  guest  speaker  has  ever  been  a  more  welcome 
visitor  to  our  meetings  than  Miss  Elizabeth  Pirie,  M.A., 
Keeper  of  Archaeology  at  the  City  Museum,  Leeds. 
Miss  Pirie  made  the  journey  to  talk  to  us  about  “  Coins 
of  the  Chester  Mint,”  a  subject  obviously  dear  to  her 
heart.  Prefacing  her  talk  by  expressing  her  pleasure  at 
being  in  Coventry  once  again  among  the  friends  she  had 
made  at  the  1961  Congress  and  before.  Miss  Pirie 
explained  the  absence  of  slides  from  her  talk  and  the 
substitution  of  actual  photographs  of  coins  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  and  Norman  periods. 

The  speaker  then  embarked  on  the  fascinating  story 
•of  the  Chester  mint  and  its  coins  from  the  earliest  times 
— fascinating  indeed!  Particularly  stressed  were  the 
periods  from  Edward  the  Elder  to  the  Conquest  and 
from  that  sharp  division  in  British  history  to  the  reign 
■of  Henry  of  Anjou.  Incidentally  mentioned  were  the 
revivals  of  Edward  I,  Charles  I  and  William  III.  Miss 
Pirie  paid  tribute  to  the  importance  of  the  Grosvenor 
Museum  during  her  early  studies.  Among  the  great 
names  mentioned  by  her  during  her  talk  were  such  as 
Geddes  and  van  der  Meer,  Young  and  Sawyer, 
Willoughby  Gardner  and  Dolley,  especially  the  last 
two:  Willoughby  Gardner  for  his  valuable  manuscripts 
written  over  a  period  of  seventy  years’  collecting; 
Michael  Dolley  for  his  great  help  and  practical  assis¬ 
tance  at  all  times. 

Systematic  collections  such  as  those  at  Stockholm, 
the  British  Museum,  Leicester  and  Chester  were  then 
discussed  and  mention  was  made  of  some  of  the  finds 
that  had  contributed  to  a  fuller  knowledge  of  Chester 
strikings:  the  Eastgate  hoard,  the  St.  John’s  hoard  and 
the  discovery  at  Meols  in  the  Wirral. 

After  this  Miss  Pirie  went  more  fully  into  a  detailed 
description  of  the  Chester  pieces  giving  figures  for  the 
known  variations  for  the  different  periods.  Space  does 
not  permit  of  a  fully  detailed  analysis  of  Miss  Pirie’s  talk 
but  among  the  points  brought  forward  during  the 
evening  were  such  as  pre-Reform  and  post-Reform 
coins;  imitative  and  blundered  pieces;  types  and 
moneyers;  die  links;  Hiberno  Norse  styles;  Aithelrfed’s 
■“  Agnus  Dei  ”  and  “  Hand  ”  pennies;  mint  signatures; 
provenances;  Tealby  coins. 

Miss  Pirie  gave  full  attention  to  a  register  of  all 
moneyers  known  to  work  at  Chester  and  of  all  types  of 
Chester  coins  with  explanations  for  the  possible  absence 
of  certain  types;  she  also  gave  a  graphic  description  of 
the  building  up  of  Chester’s  name  front  Leigeceastrc  as 
shown  on  coins  and  elsewhere.  Later  in  her  story  this 
gifted  and  vivacious  speaker  mentioned  coins  that  had 
been  found  in  Sweden  and  even  in  Russia  beyond  the 
Finnish  border  as  well  as  those  found  nearer  home — 
in  Cumberland  and  Man,  in  Sussex,  London  and 
Staffordshire,  in  Tipperary,  Meath  and  West  Meath. 
Miss  Pirie  concluded  her  talk  by  reminding  the  audieiice 
that  a  number  of  problems  affecting  the  Chester  coins 
would,  when  solved,  undoubtedly  add  to  the  coloured 
tapestry  of  English  history. 

This  Society,  which  feels  itself  very  privileged  to  be 
addressed  by  Miss  Pirie,  would  here  remark  that  the 
talk,  given  with  such  grace  and  charm,  was  a  delightful 
and  intensely  absorbing  adventure  into  the  realms  of 
pure  numismatics.  This  Society  would  go  further  and 
suggest  that  Miss  Pirie’s  talk  ranks  very  high  in  impor¬ 
tance  and  would  make  the  request  that  .Miss  Pirie  be 
induced  to  read  her  paper  at  a  near-future  Congress  oi 
the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies.  We 
can  think  of  no  worthier  subject  and,  most  certainly, 
no  more  able  or  delightful  speaker  could  ever  grace 
a  Congress  dais. 


Hayes  (Middx.)  &  District  Coin  Club.  .\t  the 
March  meeting  held  in  the  Yeading  Lane  Library, 
Yeading  Lane,  Hayes,  Middlesex,  Mr.  A.  Schroeder 
gave  a  talk  about  the  “  Maria  Theresa  Thalers.” 

These  crown  size  silver  coins  have  an  unique  place 
in  the  history  of  coins.  They  were  first  issued  in  1751 
by  Austria  and  are  of  handsome  appearance — but  the 
main  subject  of  Mr.  Schroeder’s  lecture  was  the  coins 
that  are  dated  1780. 

It  was  in  the  year  1780  that  Maria  Theresa  died,  and 
from  that  year  all  subsequent  thalers  are  dated  1780, 
even  though  they  are  being  minted  today  in  Austria, 
the  date  is  always  1780.  Today,  the  thaler  circulates 
at  an  approximate  value  of  5  -  in  the  Middle  East.  It 
has  been  estimated  that  over  330  millions  of  these  coins 
have  been  made  in  Europe  and  India,  a  number  have 
been  struck  by  our  own  Royal  Mint  in  London,  also 
by  the  old  Royal  Mint  in  Bombay.  Among  the  European 
Countries  that  have  minted  thalers  are: — Austria,  Italy, 
Germany,  France  and  Belgium,  but  now  the  exclusive 
right  to  manufacture  these  coins  has  reverted  to  Austria 
by  international  agreement.  Austria  on  her  part  has 
guaranteed  an  ample  supply  of  thalers  for  trading 
purposes  in  the  Levant,  etc. 

Mr.  D.  F.  Fell  gave  an  interesting  extra  to  the  talk  in 
mentioning  that  during  his  service  with  the  British 
Navy  during  the  last  war,  he  took  part  in  distributing 
bags  of  thalers  to  a  number  of  Sheiks  in  territory  near 
the  Gulf  of  Oman. 

Mr.  Schroeder’s  talk  was  well  illustrated  with  large 
scale  coloured  maps  and  photographic  enlargements  of 
the  thaler. 

At  the  annual  general  meeting  held  in  April,  the 
following  officers  and  committee  were  elected: — T.  F. 
E.  Squibb,  President  and  Press  Officer;  A.  Schroeder, 
Chairman;  G.  A.  Buckingham  was  re-elected  Secretary; 
P.  A.  Allen,  Treasurer.  Dr.  J.  Lavertine,  J.  A.  Hyde 
and  G.  L.  Smith  were  elected  as  Committee  members. 

The  Club  has  suffered  a  loss  by  the  death  of  Mr. 
D.  J.  W.  Salmon,  F.R.N.S.,  who  died  very  suddenly 
a  few  hours  after  attending  the  Club’s  A.G.M.,  in  which 
he  had  taken  his  usual  active  part.  Doug.  Salmon  was 
a  member  of  the  Hayes  Coin  Club  practically  from  its 
beginning,  and  it  was  due  to  his  early  and  sustained 
energies  that  the  Club  holds  the  position  that  it  has 
today,  he  was  also  a  Councillor  of  the  British  Association 
of  Numismatic  Societies. 

The  Club  holds  its  meetings  on  the  third  Thursday 
in  every  month  with  the  exception  of  August,  at  the 
Yeading  Lane  Library,  Yeading  Lane,  Hayes,  Middle¬ 
sex,  at  8  p.m.  All  correspondence  relative  to  the  Club’s 
activities  should  be  sent  to  the  Secretary,  Mr.  G.  A. 
Buckingham,  52  Windermere  Avenue,  Eastcote, 
Middlesex. 

Huddersfield  Num.  Soc.  A  balanced  appraisal  of 
Oliver  Cromwell — to  Milton,  “  Our  chief  of  men  ”  and 
still  today  to  many  people  half-warrior,  half  saint,  while 
to  others  a  representative  of  dictatorship  and  military 
rule  in  lasting  discord  with  the  genius  of  the  English 
race — was  given  to  the  April  meeting  of  the  Hudders¬ 
field  Numismatic  Society  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Wood,  the 
treasurer  of  the  society. 

At  the  Restoration,  the  Protector’s  body  was  dragged 
from  his  tomb  in  Westminster  Abbey  and  exposed  on 
the  gallows  at  Tyburn.  It  is  said  his  head  is  still  in 
existence  at  Woodbridge  in  Suffolk  and  his  bones  are 
believed  to  be  walled  up  in  Newburgh  Priory  in  the 
North  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  Charles  II  granted  the 
Newburgh  estate  to  Earl  Fauconberg,  his  ambassador 
to  the  Princes  of  Italy,  whose  second  wife  was  .Mary, 
daughter  of  Cromwell.  There  is  a  cherished  family 
tradition  that  Mary  bribed  someone  to  substitute 
another  corpse  for  her  father’s,  which  she  then  secretly 
transferred  to  a  specially-built  room  in  the  home  of  her 
Royalist  husband.  There  is,  indeed,  an  inscription  on 
the  vault  in  the  Abbey  to  the  effect  that  the  bones  were 
brought  there  by  Mary. 

The  lecture  was  illustrated  with  a  complete  set  of 
Cromwellian  coins  exhibited  by  George  Bower. 

A  second  paper  read  at  the  same  meeting  by  Mr. 
Frank  Heeley  on  “  Money  ”  was  of  an  amusing  nature, 
being  a  collection  of  sayings  from  many  sources  of  which 
the  following  are  samples: — 

“  Money  does  not  always  bring  happiness.  A  man 
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with  £10  million  is  probably  no  happier  than  a  man  with 
£9  million.” 

”  The  reason  a  pound  does  not  do  so  much  for  us  as 
it  used  to  do  is  that  we  do  not  do  so  much  for  the  pound.” 

“  Men  who  make  money  rarely  saunter;  men  who 
save  money  rarely  swagger.” 

“  No  man  will  take  counsel,  but  every  man  will  take 
money.  Therefore  money  is  better  than  counsel.” 

Orders  and  Medals  Research  Soc.  The  March 
meeting  was  held  at  the  Talbot  Restaurant,  London  Wall, 
and  after  a  successful  auction  Mr.  G.  W.  Harris  spoke 
on  “  More  Ordinary  Medals.”  These  he  explained  were 
the  1914T5  series  which,  in  spite  of  their  commonness 
were  not  without  their  interest.  After  describing  the 
six  medals  awarded  he  pointed  out  that  only  one  clasp 
was  given  with  these,  that  for  the  1914  Sta, .  “  5th  Aug.- 
22nd.  Nov.  1914.”  There  were  two  varieties  of  the 
War  Medal  silver  and  bronze  and  two  of  the  Victory 
Medal,  the  reverse  of  the  South  African  type  having  an 
inscription  in  Africaans  as  well  as  in  English.  Two 
metals  were  also  used  in  the  manufacture  of  this  medal. 
The  addition  of  some  other  medal  also  made  many 
1914/15  groups  interesting  and  he  produced  several 
groups  from  his  collection  to  prove  this.  A  group  con¬ 
taining  the  M.B.E.,  Egypt  1882  with  clasp,  Alexandria, 
B.W.M.  and  Naval  L.S.G.C.  (Victoria);  the  B.W.M. 
and  Victoria  to  an  olficer  of  the  R.A.F.,  together  with 
a  Territorial  Force  War  Medal  earned  as  a  gunner 
officer;  and  two  groups  with  immediate  awards  of  the 
M.S.M.  given  for  services  in  the  operations  in  Waziristan 
1919/21  were  examples.  He  touched  on  the  extension 
of  the  award  of  the  M.S.M.  to  the  Royal  Navy  and  the 
R.A.F.  and  pointed  out  that  while  the  ribbon  of  the 
Naval  award  was  to  be  the  same  as  the  Army,  the  R.A.F. 
have  their  special  ribbon.  Mr.  Webb  explained  that 
this  was  authorised  by  a  special  Air  Ministry  Order. 
After  a  welcome  cup  of  tea  members  got  together  for 
the  usual  “  natter.”

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the  April  meeting  of  the 
Yorkshire  Numismatic  Society,  held  at  Leeds,  J.  E. 
Miles,  of  Huddersfield,  gave  a  learned  and  interesting 
paper  on  “  The  Holy  Roman  Emperors  ”  in  which  he 
joined  together  a  number  of  facts  from  the  history  of 
the  Empire  and  those  who  had  borne  the  resounding 
title  of  Holy  Roman  Emperor,  Semper  Augustus. 

He  commented  with  versatility  on  the  beauty  and 
diversity  of  the  coins  of  the  Empire  and  on  the  different 


governments  which  had  issued  them :  the  Electors, 
spiritual  and  temporal  themselves;  the  Elected,  i.e.  the 
Emperors  who  coined  money  in  the  last  centuries  of  the 
Empire  for  the  various  Crown  Lands  of  the  Hapsburgs ; 
the  Free  Imperial  Cities,  the  Theocracies — states  ruled 
by  God  through  a  Prince-Bishop;  Justices,  Margravates, 
Baronies  and  great  abbeys  in  the  names  of  their  Abbots 
and  Abbesses. 

The  Electors  of  the  Empire  had  picturesque  titles; 
Arch  Chancellor  of  Germany,  Arch  Chancellor  of  Gaul 
and  Burgundy,  Arch  Chancellor  of  Italy,  Arch  Cup 
Bearer,  Arch  Butler,  Arch  Chamberlain,  Arch  Marshal 
and  Arch  Treasurer  of  the  Empire — the  latter  title 
borne  by  the  English  kings,  George  second  and  third 

Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland.  The  first  meeting  of  the  new 
year  was  held  on  January  25th,  1963,  at  the  usual  venue. 
The  paper  read  was  by  Mr.  F.  E.  Dixon  and  entitled 
“  Philately  and  Numismatics.”  To  some  people  these 
two  subjects  might  appear  incompatible  but  the  speaker 
certainly  brought  home  the  fact  that  there  were  many 
links  between  them.  Mr.  Dixon  proceeded  to  illustrate 
this  by  producing  for  exhibition  items  from  his  own 
extensive  collections.  These  included  postage  stamps 
(or  to  be  more  accurate  postage  “  labels  ”),  bank  notes, 
and  tokens  with  postal  connections.  This  paper  was 
followed  by  a  small  exhibition  of  members’  coins  and 
medals.  Exhibitors  included  Miss  Stacpoole,  Dr. 
Went,  Mr.  Szauer  and  the  Hon.  Secretary. 

Two  papers  were  read  at  the  February  Meeting,  held 
on  the  22nd  of  the  month.  The  first  paper  entitled 
“  Some  Commemorative  Medals  of  Queen  Anne,”  was 
read  by  Dr.  Went.  In  this  he  pointed  out  the  most 
important  events  in  Anne’s  reign  as  illustrated  by  medals. 
Among  the  events  commemorated  in  this  way  were  the 
Act  of  Union  1707,  the  Sacking  of  Vico  1702,  Gibraltar, 
the  Battle  of  Blenheim,  etc.  Dr.  Went  displayed  a  large 
number  of  medals  of  this  period. 

The  second  paper  of  the  evening  was  read  by  Professor 
Brindley.  It  was  entitled  “  Coinage  of  the  Old  Testa¬ 
ment  Lands.”  This  talk  was  illustrated  by  typical  4th 
to  6th  century  coins  of  the  Persian  Empire,  and  the 
autonomous  issues  of  the  Levantine  city  states.  The 
influence  of  trade  with  Greece  is  to  be  seen  in  the 
occurrence  of  copies  of  the  early  Athenian  tetradrachms 
and  drachms.  Short  inscriptions  in  the  Semitic 
alphabets  which  appear  on  the  coins  reveal  the  origin 
of  the  first  Palestinian  Shekels.  At  the  end  of  the  4th 
century  the  great  uniform  coinage  of  the  empire  of 
Alexander  brought  these  earlier  coin  series  to  an  end.
